Particular Interest attaches this year

to tho classes for ladles' hunters and
lumpers, On Thursday night twenty-four
hunters, ridden by ladles, will bo in the

ring, nnd on Friday night twonty-dlght
jumpers, also ridden by ladles, will ap¬

pear. In both of theso classes tho as¬

sociation will present to tha lady riding
the winning horse a handsome silver cup.
Mr. Charles K. Townes. of New York,

one ot tho inost famous whips in the
United States, will drive a four-in-hand
road team Friday afternoon against
George Wntson, of New York, nnd his
blue ribbonors. Tho coaches will Btart
at tho Deep Run Hunt Club not carllor
than 1:40 P. M*. and will arrive at tho
Horso Show building in timo to open tho
matinee performance at 2 o'clock. Each
coach will carry not loss than seven peo¬
ple. Tha distance from the club houso
to the arena is about three and ono-

rjuarter miles.
The classes for horses In harness, as

The tandems will be
shown "Tuesday night. Tho four-in-hands,
always popular, will bo In the ring. Wed¬
nesday night, bringing together the teams
of C. AV.

The" hunt club teams
of three hunters c;nch, to be shown Wed¬
nesday night, will be very popular.
There will bo flvo teams, two represent¬

ing the Cameron Run Hunt, two tho
Deep Run Hunt, and one the Keswick
Hunt Club, The horses will bo ridden by
members, or huntsmen, or whips, of the
respective hunts in tho hunt uniform.

Saturday night. These classes, which
will be the most select of the cntlro
week's performances, will include onlythe horses that'have at the present showhere or some previous f_-,w here orelsewhere taken u blue-ribbon.
